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NOTE ON INDEXING 


Subject headings are used in this index for the first time, replacing the book index- 
ing which has been used in quarterly issues and past annual indexes. The titles of 
articles are given for subject headings with twenty or more references in order that the 
user need look up only those titles which may be of use for a particular search. The 
preparation of preliminary subject headings has taken thousands of hours; thousands 
of additional hours will be necessary before there will be a completed thesaurus, 
which could be published as an aid to users in making thorough searches of the 
literature. Almost ali, if not all, of the major projects of a similar nature have received 


assistance from a governmental body, such as a unit of the United Nations, a European 
commission or individual countries such as the Netherlands and the United States, or 
have been the work of large corporations. But such money is not as available now as 
it once was. The money for improvement of the index will thus have to come from 


subscription income. Even a preliminary subject heading list should enable a good 


indexer to be more consistent in indexing. It may be several years, or more, before 
there is money to begin work on the thesaurus; meanwhile, improvements in indexing 
can be made if it is possible to find a full-time worker capable of taking respon- 
sibility for major parts of the publication of the periodical. With enough money 
and qualified personnel the biggest improvement in the index, with the least cost 
to the libraries, will be the use of a computer for many of the operations. A computer 
and a subject heading list would also mean that the annual index could be accumulated 
soon after the completion of a volume. 

This index was prepared by Sara S. Whaley, who compiled and typed it on a com- 
poser-typewriter, played out each entry onto a slip of paper, put them in numerical 
order, checked all of the material against the original and then retyped and proofread 
the material. Janet Pearson was able to help in the final checking of the index and 
Kathy Kelly interfiled the four sets of cards from the separate issues. 

| hope that the index will be of increased use to you and that the 
care taken in preparing this index will mean that accurate annual indexes 
will be available to users much more rapidly in the future.
